KENSINGTON — “This, is more 
fun than anything I’ve ever done,” 
says Art Neumann of Kensington 
about volunteering at Herrick Hospi- 
tal and Health Center in Berkeley.

Richmond Unified students are 
applying for transfers to Berkeley 
schools in increasing numbers this 
year, bearing out predictions by local 
school officials that financial cutbacks 
would lead to a loss of enrollment. 

Henry Dorsey, attendance services 
supervisor for Berkeley schools, said 
152 students have applied for trans- 
fers so far this year, compared with 
about 130 transfer requests for nearly 
all of the past school year. 

Most of the students are at the sec- 
ondary level, he said, and they are 
still coming in. : 

Dorsey said parents are “‘using 
program reasons,”’ which means they 
are looking for a greater variety or 
depth of subjects. 

When Richmond Unified cut $5 
million from its budget in June, one 
of the chief victims was the sixth peri- 
od at the junior high and in the 11th 
and 12th grades. The loss of the peri- 
od means students will not be able to 
take as many elective subjects as be- 
fore and college-bound students will 
be hard pressed to take much more 
than the basic courses required for

university admission. 

But Berkeley High students, with 
special permission, can take up to 
eight periods a day, and many do. 

Berkeley High also offers a variety 
of sports teams, including field hock- 
ey, crew, water polo and fencing, 
while Richmond Unified has been 
forced to cut back to four teams at 
each school — usually track, football, 
basketball and baseball with a few 
schools offering extra teams subsi- 
dized by parents. 

When Richmond Unified made its 
cuts this year, school officials said 
frankly admitted they would result in 
a loss of enrollment. 

“After the information reaches the 
public,” said Superintendent Richard 
Lovette this summer, “there isn’t any 
question about the loss of students in 
the schools.” 

Still, even though the actual num- 
bers will not be known until school 


has been in session for a few weeks, 
Richmond Unified officials are 
projecting an enrollment of 28,000 
students this year, 500 more than last 
year. The projection is contrary to 
the trend which shows a steady de- 
cline. (Berkeley has also had a steady 
enrollment drop.) 

Richmond Unified parents who 
want to get their children into Ber- 
keley schools will find it rough going. 
Berkeley has tightened up its regis- 
tration requirements to weed out fa- 
milies who use false addresses. 


The district will not accept a stu- 
dent without proof of residence, such 
as a rental agreement or a utility bill, 
and it requires home visits in some 
cases. 

Those who apply legally for inter- 
district transfers also will have trou- 
ble. This year only 26 have been al- 
lowed to the high school and 46 to the 
lower grades; about 20 transfers are 
still pending, and another 60 have 
been denied outright. 

Only students who had transfers 
last year are likely to get approval to

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E.C. Council sets tax override priorities

EL CERRITO — The City Council 
has made a morally — if not legally — 
binding commitment as to what mu- 
nicipal services should benefit from 
the proposed tax override measure on 
the November ballot. 

The commitment, in the form of a 
policy statement on how the money 
should be spent, was adopted unani- 
mously at last week’s meeting. 

Drafted by City Manager Ronald 
Creagh at the request of Mayor Jean 
Siri and after consultation with the 
city’s legal staff, the statement was 
slightly amended by the council. It 
reads: 

“Tt is the City Council’s clear intent 
to use and expend proceeds/revenues 
generated from the passage of Mea- 
sure “E”...only for the following 
purposes: police and fire services, 
street lighting, park, tree and view 
maintenance and children’s and sen- 
ior services,” 

As written for the ballot, the mea- 
sure proposes a general purpose tax

Opponents of the override have 
charged that the council intends to 
use funds to be derived from the 
measure as ‘‘a blank check” for 
spending on such things as the city’s 
curbside recycling program, as well as

the other services. 

The fate of the curbside pickup 
program may be determined at the 
council’s Sept. 20 meeting, when the 
results of a citywide poll on the sub- 
ject — including a question as to 
whether citizens would be willing to 
pay a surcharge to support the pro- 
gram — will be presented by city 
staff, along with a recommended 
course of action. 


In other actions Tuesday night, the 
council approved a Redevelopment 
Agency budget of $141,300 for fiscal 
year 1982-83, councilman Howard 
Abelson casting the only dissenting 
vote, and awarded a $244,751 con- 
tract to the Ransome Company of 
Emeryville for the job of removing 14 
railroad crossings along the aban- 
doned Santa Fe Railway right of 
way.

GET ROLLIN’!

The Richmond Unified school 
board’s decision to restore two 
months of safety busing in local 
schools is not enough, according to 
irate parents who say they will take 
their case to Sacramento, 

“We're working on getting organ- 
ized and getting our busing back,” 
said Linda Wilde, an E! Sobrante 
School parent. “We want it back for 
the full year.” 

Meanwhile, on the orders of Su- 
perintendent Richard Lovette, 10 
school crossing guards were back at 
their posts Thursday afternoon and 
this morning. Lovette called out the 
guards after the city of Richmond cut 
them from the budget and failed to 
reinstate them in spite of protests. 

Mrs. Wilde marched along Hilltop 
Drive to El Sobrante School with a 
group of 80 parents and children 
Wednesday morning to protest the 
loss of safety busing for 1,200 stu- 
dents in the district. The school board 
cut $400,000 in funds for the program 
this summer when the district faced a 
$5 million shortfall. 

As the parents began their march, 
7-year-old Corey Chappell, who rode 
the buses to school last year, was 
struck and killed by a car on Giant 
Road across from Lake Elementary 
School. His death brought a big 
crowd to the school board meeting 
Wednesday night where the panel 
was scheduled to discuss the possible 
restoration of safety busing. 

On a 4-1 vote, with board member 
Frank Calton dissenting, the board 
allocated $100,000 in reserve funds to 
keep the buses rolling for two 
months. During that time school staff 
will work with the parents and Pat- 
chett’s Bus Co. to find other ways of 
getting the children in hazardous 
areas to school — through car pools 
or parent-paid private busing. 

But parents are saying the two 
months plan is inadequate. 

“I was very displeased with the 
board’s action,’’ said Eula 
Conwright, a Parchester Village resi- 
dent who drove her granddaughter to 
Lake School Thursday. “‘I feel we will 
have to go through the same thing in 
two months.” 

Parents say car pooling will not 
work because it raises insurance rates 
for auto owners and because it is a 
“hassle” for, working parents and 
those with emergencies like sick chil- 
dren. 

They say a private busing plan is 
too expensive and not enough fami- 
lies will take part to keep the costs 
down. Patchett’s officials, who met 
with parents and school officials 
about the family-paid plan last 
month, said the cost would run from 
$1 to $4 per child each day depending 
on how much the buses are used and 
occupied. 

So parents are talking about or- 
ganizing to look for other solutions. 

“We're going to keep stirring up 
action,” said Pam Bockus, a Marie 
Murphy parent. “Our only recourse 
is to hit the Legislature.” 

Henry Hornsby, president of the 
Parchester Civic and Improvement 
Association, said he will soon orga- 


nize a meeting of his group to decide 
what steps to take. He also said the 
community will have to look Sacra- 
mento for help. 

“We will petition the Legislature,” 
said Mrs. Wilde. “We will try to get 
(Gov.) Brown to call a special session 
of the Legislature.” 

Parents are hoping to call a meet- 
ing Monday night at El Sobrante 
School, she said, to get started on the 
lobbying effort. 

Mrs. Wilde said the money for 
busing went to paying for increased 
insurance rates for district employ- 
ees. “We'll try to get them to switch 
insurance plans,” she said, when the 
new contracts come up next year.
